SENT TO LIBBY PRISON 


Eacine Men Captnred by Conied- 


erates in'Tennessee Forty 


Years Ago Today. 


Just forty years ago 'today a detach- 


ment of Twenty-second Wis. regiment 
comprising Companies A and F, were sur- 
j-ounded and captured at 
Brentwood, 


Tenn., by a brigade of cavalry, command- 
ed by General Forrester. They were 
taken to Libby prison and remained there 
until May 1st, when they were exchang- 
ed, sent north and again joined the fed- 
eral ranks. 


Capt. R. T. Pugh of this city was sec- 


ond lieutenant of Co. F, at the time and 
John Morgan, a relative of David Row. 
lands, was also in that engagement. 
It 


is said of him that the idea of surrender- 
ing was so repugnant to him th»t he, 
loaded hi* gun and swinging it over his 
head by the barrel, discharged the wea- 
pon against an obstacle, the bullet enter- 
ing his knee, which ultimately 
caused 


his death. 


The two captured companies were made 


to proceed upon the double quick four 
miles to the Harpcth river, compelled to 
plunge iu and gain the opposite bank, as 
the union soldiers were hurrying 'to their 
comrades rescue. The majority of them 
had to wade .and swim across, but Capt. 
Pugh was lucky »nd one of the confed- 
erates told him to jump up behind and 
ride ncross on his horse.

F.v tin; decision Judge "Relden slops all 


that 'the injunction asks

It is to 
be assumed that th- defendants desire to 
act wlumy withiA the law, and that they 
believed they have acted strictly within 
the limits of their legal rights, in what- 
ever they may have done heretofore.

<n"g"=t that it would certainly he wholly 
improper for the court to now undertake 
to define with any particularity what 
may be done and what may not be done 


! bv'defendants under it* injunetionnl or- 
der or to now undertake 
to 
indicate 


what might and what might not be con- 
idered by the court, in a Infer and ap- 
iropriafc'proceoding. a violation of con- 
.empt thereof. Such a course would not 
jiily be most confusing, bur practically 
mpossible. An injunctions! order must, 
if necessity, be stated broadly and in gen- 
•ral terms'; and persons interested thero- 
n must be left as to its application to 
larticular acts, until an appropriate pro- 
•ccriim: should bring the same before the 
•yiirt.'to their own good judgment or to 
the advice of counsel. ^ 


When any particular act is brought in 


question before the court as a violation 
of its injunctional order, then 
is 
the 


time, anil the only time the court can 
consider and determine it. 


There can be no question as to the jur- 


isdiction of courts of equity in matters 
nch as this. This is so well settled that 
even its statement is superfluous. 
The 


fact that 'the commission of certain acts 
would render the actor; amendable to 
the criminal laws makes 
no difference. 


The jurisdiction of a court of equity to 
enjoin interference with property rights 
is not destroyed by the fact 'that they 


practice upon motions of this kind, if 
the complaint states a good cause of ac- 
tion, and there is a probability that com-, 
plainants are. entitled to relief, not to 
vacate an injunctional order issued pen- 
dente lite upon affidavits: it appearing 
that no damage of a serious character 
can accrue to the defendants pending the 
final determination of the matter. (Harr- 
iett, vs. Bartlett, 93 X. W. 473, leb. 24, 
1903.) 
, .. 
The court is of the opinion that the 


case as it now stands before the court 
calls for the exercise of its injunctional 
remedies, and that the injuiictionul or- 
der should stand, pending the. final de- 
termination, as issued." 


Attorney Peter B. Nelson, one. of the 


nttorneys'for the defendants, said that 
he was perfectly satisfied with the decis- 
ion for it virtually gave the defendants 
the rights they asked for and did not 
prevent.them from putting out pickets 
and using lawful means to persuade the 
employes not to continue work 
in

SENT TO LIBBY PRISON 
Eaeine Men Captured by Confed- 


erates in'Tennessee Forty 


Years Ago Today. 


Just forty years ago 'today a detach- 


ment of Twenty-second Wis. regiment 
comprising Companies A and F, were sur- 
•rounded. and captured 
at 
Brent-wood, 


Tenn., by a brigade of cs.valry, command- 
ed by General Forrester. They were 
taken to Libby prison and remained there 
until May 1st, when they were exchang- 
ed, sent north and again joined the fed- 
eral ranks. 


Capt. R. T. Pugh of this city was sec- 


ond lieutenant of Co. F, at the time and 
John Morgan, a relative of David Row- 
lands, was also in that engagement. It 
is said of him that the idea of'surrender- 
ing was so repugnant to him .that he 
loaded his gun and swinging it over.his 
head by the barrel, discharged the wea- 
pon against an obstacle, the bullet enter- 
ing his knee, which ultimately "caused 
his death. 


The two captured companies were made 


to proceed upon the double quick four 
miles to the Harpcth river, compelled to 
plunge in and gain the opposite bank, as 
the union soldiers were hurrying 'to their 
comrades rescue. The majority of them 
had to wade .and swim across, but Capt. 
Pugh 'was lucky and one of the confed- 
erates told him to jump up behind and 
ride scross on his-horse. 


Morris James and E. 0. Jones, both 


well known residents of the Belle City, 
were together. Mr. James waded in up 
to his neck and kept his head above the 
water. Mr. Jones was n much shorter 
man a,nd knew he could not wade across 
arid he coxild not swim. 
When he was 


thinking of a watery grave a soldier on 
a horse came splashing into the water. 
Quick as thought Mr. Jones grasped the 
horse by the tail and was towed safely 
across the deep river. Many

Twenty -second boys were reviewing the 
scenes and incidents of that time and the 
above story was related. The late Wil- 
liam L. Utlcy was colonel of .the Twenty- 
second regiment.

PLAINTIFF ASKED FOR 


Judge Belilen Reviews Equities of Case 


-Declares There is no Question of 


Court's Jurisdiction in Such 


Matters as For 


"The court i.- of the opinion that the 


case as it now stands before the court 
calls for 'the exercise of its injunctional 
remedies, and that the injunctional order 
should stand, pending the final determi- 
nation, as issued." 


The above, in brief, is the decision of 


.Tiidcc K. B. Belden. of the circuit court, 
in the celebrated injunctional suit 
of 


Rosa S.-hoen against Matliew 
P.idinger 


and some thirty-five other persons, em- 
ployes of the Schoen Manufacturing co 
pnny. handed down this morning. 


It will be remembered 
that nearly 


forty of the. employes 
of the 
Schoen 


Manufacturing company went out on a 
strike some weeks ago. 
Many of them 


congregated in the vicinity of the fac- 
tory and attempted to prevail upon other 
cmplovcs to mi it work and it was alleged 
that threats were made and names used 
contrary to law. 


Mrs. St-hoon applied in 
the circuit 


eourt for an injunction restraining the 
strikers, their agents or other persons 
from in any manner interfering with 01 
obstructing the plaintiff in the conduct, 
control and management of her business 
and from compelling 
by intimidation, 


force or violence any persons from enter- 
ing the service of the plaintifT and from 
collecting in and about the approach of 
.the factory and premises for the purpose 
of picketing or patroling or guarding the 


fications as to what may and what may 
not be done by the defendants without 
violating its provisions. And it may here 
be said that the defendants have shown 
a most commendable respect and obedi- 
ence for the injunctional order. It is to 
be assumed that th" defendants desire to 
act wholly within the law, and that they 
believed they have acted strictly within 
the limits of their legal rights, in what- 
ever they may have done heretofore. 


'•It seems hardly necessary 
to 
even 


su22"st that it would certainly Vie wholly 
improper for the court to now undertake 
lo define with any particularity 
what 


may be done and what may not be done 
>v defendants under its injunctional or- 
lor. or to now undertake 
to 
indicate 


rliat might and what might not be con- 
idored by the court, in a lafer and ap- 
iropriate proceeding, a violation of con- 
.empt thereof. Such n course would not 
only be most confusing, but practically 
mpossible. An injunctional order must, 
of necessity, be stated broadly and in gen- 
eral terms: and persons interested there- 
n must be left as to its application to 
articular acts, until an appropriate pro- 
ceeding should bring the same before the 
court, to their own good judgment or to 
the advice of counsel. ^ 


When any particular act is brought in 


question before the court ns a violation 
of its injunctional order, then 
is 
the 


time, and the only time the court can 
consider and determine it. 


There can be no question as to the jur- 


isdiction of courts of equity in matters 
such as this. This is so well settled that 
even its statement is superfluous. 
The 


fact that the commission of certain acts 
would render the actors amendable to 
the criminal laws makes no difference. 


practice upon motions oE this kind, if 
the complaint states a good cause of ac- 
tion, and there is a probability that com- 
plainants are entitled to relief, not to 
vacate an injunctional order issued pen- 
dente lite upon affidavits; it appearing 
that no damage of a serious character 
can accrue to the defendants pending the 
final determination of the matter. (Bart-

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Congress 


appropriated $12,500,000 for 
the 
rural 


delivery service during the next fiscai 
year, beginning July 1, and the depart- 
ment will establish 15,000 new routes on 
the money. On the l.ith of March there 
were 14,0!!5 routes already in operation 
and by the 1st of July this number wil 
be increased by the natural growth ol 
the service to 15,000 routes. Thus it is 
expected by the end of next fiscal year 
which will "be June 30, 1004. to have 30, 
000 rural carriers in motion, and 15,000, 
000 people living outside of towns and 
cities will have their letters and news- 
papers delivered daily at their doors.

minor wars in various parts of the world, 
mention of which is made in the above 
list. 


AJf IMPORTANT DECISION. 


A late decision of the Indiana su- 


preme court to the effect that railroad 
passengers, rather a passenger on a 
street railroad, is not required to un- 
derstand the signs, symbals, and punch 
marks indicated in a transfer 
check, 


might indicate a decision in the not far 
off future that would give to the great 
public a right now denied, to travel on 
any railroad ticket, that -had hecn paid 
for, 
only subject to the classification of 


first class or tourist, or- limited to cer- 
tain trains.

Irish Secretary, Mr. Wyndham, Declares Land- 


lords and Tenants, by Credit Operation, 


Involving Perhaps $5OO,OOO,OOO 


Will Be Greatly Benefited. 


LOXDO:NT, March 25.—The Irish sec- 


retary, Mr. \Vynclhiun, introduced the 
government's long anticipated Irish land 


bill in the house of commons today. It 
proposes a free grant of $60,000,000 for j 
tne purposes of the bill. 


The keen interest felt in this new leg- 


islation which it is hoped to promote 


jpi'iiee and contentment in Ireland, was 
evidenced by the crowded house. 


The peers' gallery and the distinguish- 


ed trangers' gallery were rilled and there 
has been no such gathering of members 
of parliament since the opening of the 
session. Michael Davitt, the father of 
the land league, celebrated hi? fifty-sev- 
enth birthday by re-entering the house 
for the first time since he ceased to be 
a member, in order to hear the chief sec- 
retary for Ireland unfold his plans. 


Mr. Wyndham, 
who 
was 
heartily 


cheered when he arose to speak announc- 
ed ab the outset that the government 
thought cash aid was necessary for the 
fulfillment of the proposed scheme, but 
it attached greater importance to the 
credit operation than to the cash opera- 
tion. He then unfolded 
the scheme 


which provides for advances of monej 
for the purchase of land by the tenants 
The advances will be in the shape o 
ca.sh and not of stock, but in order to 
enable the cash to be raised a new stock 
'is to be floated. It will be called "guar 
antoed 2% per cent stock," and will be 
unredeemable for thirty years. 


Mr. Wyndham doubted if ?500,000,00i 


oi the stock would be neded. It will b 
issued at the rate of §25,000,000 yearh 
for the first three years and afterward 
possibly in larger sums. In addition t 
this the government proposed a ire 
grant of $00.000.000 to be raised by ad 
ditions to the stock, the interest an< 
sinking fund of which will be borne b. 
the treasury, and the maximum anniu 
charge of which will not'exceed $1.050 


000. ° Against this charge on the Brit 
ish treasury the Irish government pn 
poses forthwith to commence reduction 
i nthe cost of administration amountin 
to $1.250.000 per annuam forever. 


Proceeding, Mr. Wyndham dealt with 


th>- points of the bill, which contains a 


bewildering mass of figures showing how 
nctvnnces would be made and the terms 
of repayment but it seems in the main 
to be on the lines laid down by the land 
conference report and will be satisfac- 
tory to the landlords and tenants. In 


e course of his speech, which was punc- 
ired by cheers, Mr. Wyndham said the 
mdlords of Ireland were being ruined 
nnnrially r.nd that the tenants were 
.•ing ruined morally and the taxpayers 
f England were paying $700,000 per an- 
um to the land commission and $7,000,- 
00 to the Irish police, which largely 
•us needed to deal with illegalities aris- 
ng from the land question. 


"Is it remarkable under these circtim- 
tances?" asked the Irish secretary, "if 
he landlords and tenants come togeth- 


T?" 


He also said that the number of ano- 


malies which had to be dealt with rend- 
ered the work most embarrassing, com- 
plicated and very difficult to present to 


house in an intelligent manner. The 


state of things in some parts of Ireland 
was such as could scarcely be believed 
.n England. 


He instanced one village in which a 


landlord was in the workhouse during 
the greater part of the year, while the 
tenants lived under conditions worse 
than those of the Kaffirs of Africa, 


The advance to tenants through the 


provisions of the land bill, are limited 
to $2.500 in the congested districts and 
$3.000 elsewhere. The bill will become 
effective November 1. Mr. Wyndham 
said $750,000,000 could safely be advanc- 
ed on Irish land, but he thought the 
scheme would not involve ?500,000,000. 


The Irish land bill also provides that 


tenants shall pay 3»/t per cent interest 
on loans from the government, that un- 
tenanted farms and grazing lands will 
be sold to neighboring tenants and that 
three commissioners will supervise the 
sales. 


The Irish secretary 
explained that 


while the maximum charge on the Eng- 
lish treasury would not exceed $1.075,- 
000 in a single year, the reduction ia the 
cost of the administration or • Ireland 
would amount to $1,250,000. 


Mr. Wyndham finished speaking at 


4:10 p. m. Later the Irish land bill 
passed its first reading. 


MADISOJT, March 25.—Says a special 


dispatch to the Milwaukee Sentinel: The 
conference of members of the state bar 
called to take some action relative to the 
vacancy in the supreme court caused by 
the death of Justice Charles V. Bardeen. 
'brought to Madison today from two to 
twenty-eight lawyers from, each of the 
sixteen circuits outside of the Madison

of Green Bay received 59 votes, Eobert 
G. Siebecker of Madison received IS, and 
George Clementson of Lancaster receiv- 
ed 31. There were 17 scattering votes. 
On the next ballot Mr. Greene received 
71, Judge Siebecker 34, and Judge Cle- 
mentson 30, there being no scattering 
votes. Fifty-two of Judge Siebecker's 
votes came from the -Dane county dele- 
gation.

the Williams anti-negro marriage bill for 
passage. This action came after a long 
and spirited hearing on the bill. 


Mr. Cady championed a. similar bill 


before the legislature two years ago. H« 
made a carefully prepared argnmentnn 
favor of the pending bill yesterday af- 
ternoon. He said that the measure was 
founded on justice and right, and should 
become a law. 


It was not intended as a reflection on 


the colored race, but on the contrary, 
•was designed as a benefit and aid to it. 
The bin did not restrict the rigtrts of 
the negroes any more than it did those 
oJ the whites. It was usually the weak 
and simple members of the two races on 
the one hand, and the evil and designing' 
one on the other who entered into these 
marriages, the speaker said, and it was 
to protect the former from the latter 
class that this bill was being urged. It 
was as much for the protection of <«rtarh 
classes of the blacks as it -was .for cer- 
tain classes of the whites. 


CONTRARY TO NATURAL LAW. 
He said that intermarriages between 


negroes and whites were contrary 
to 


both natural and divine laws. IE the 
Almighty had intended that the two 
reces should intermarry he -would 'have 
made them nil black or all white, ihc 
speaker declared. The, marriage of a 
black man with a white woman, Mr. 
Cady asserted, -was a violation of the 
rights of black women who were entitled 
to1 husbands from their "own. race. 


AUTO BILL PASSES. 


The assembly yesterday passed-the au- 


tomobile bill, ordered engrossed the an- 
ti-cigarette and stationaiy engineers' 
bills, and'laid over, the Smalley school 
fund income bill UJitil tonight. The Rey- 
nolds bill making: the: offices of state 
dairy and food commissioner, bank ex- 
aminer, and commissioner of labor and 
statistics elective instead of appointive, 
was on the calendar for indefinite post- 
ponement, but the committee's recom- 
mendation, was rejected, and the measure 
was recommended to the committee on 
privileges and elections for further con- 
sideration. The Lord bill, providing that 
electors need not be registered in cities 
and villages of less than 3.000 population 
•was referred to the committee-on privi- 
leges an delections. 


AUTO OWNERS LIABLE. 


The automobile bill passed is a sub- 


stitute for the Moldenhauer bill and-pro- 
vides for the registration of motor ve- 
hicles of all kinds. Owners are liable 
for damage caused by the careless or 
unskillful handling of them. The bill 
empowers any city, town, or village to 
enact special ordinances governing the 
running of automobiles. 


The senate ordered to a third reading 


the assembly bill providing that judges 
issuing permits for immediate marriages, 
in advance of tr»e time prescribed by li- 
cense, shall receive no compensation 
therefor. 


Senator. H^dnall's bill to license bar- 


bers came lA on a recommendation for 
indefinite jpstponement, and he asked 
that it be *'ent back to the committee on 
public health, which was agreed to. 


The assembly committee on finance, 


banks, and insurance last night favora- 
bly reported bill No. 101A, providing 
that no life or fraternal insurance cor- 
poration shall issue certificates of insur- 
ance effective within this state contain- 
ing a suicide clause voiding such insur- 
ance after one year from the time of the 
issuance of such" insurance, in the event 
of the insured coming to his death by 
his own act while insane.

to assert themselves as are the manu- 
facturers, but the proposition is so 
new and the big shippers so Influen- 
tial that it is likely the proposition 
must mature and mellow before be- 
ing enacted into law. 


Part of LaFollette'8 Programme. 


It must be a great disappointment 


to the governor, for it has been reas- 
oned there isn't much use in raising 
the taxes on railroads, when they can 
so readily reimburse themselves by 
raising 
freight 
rates. 
The 
effect, 


however, will be to make the rail- 
roads more cautious in their dealings 
with the people, now that they know 
more about the state regulation idea. 


Exemption of Credits. 


The senate passed easily the bill to 


exempt credits from taxation, it was 


i no surprise, after the attitude taken 


by the tax commission, and an article 


i in the Milwaukee Free Press, eonced- 


i ing the proposition. By this bill mort- 
; gages are exempted from taxation, as 


j well as bonds, notes and all other 


i forms of credit. 
The measure was 


i opposed by Senator McGIllivray, who 
j made a lengthy speech against it In 


j the exemption of mortgages from tas- 


I ation. the administration men swept 
i away much of the work of the super- 
' visors of assessment appointed to dig 


up such "intangible property" as cred- 
its are called, and naturally there Is 
opposition to the bill. 
It is likely 


that the bill will pass the assembly 
when it comes up on that side, but it 
cannot become a law at this session. 
By thus adhering to the tax commis- 
sion's judgment, the ad valorem bill 
for taxing railroad property is put in 


j better shape.

PASTEURIZATION. 
HOW TO AVOID DYSPEPSIA. 


Talk of MaUintt It Compolsorr «". 
Sew Soatli W»lo« an* Sew Zealand. 


In an address before the eastern On- 


tario dairymen's convention J". A. Hud- 
dick of the Dominion department of ag- 
riculture dwelt upon the need of pas- 
teurization. Late in the fall the "weedy 
taste" in butter has always been a 
source of complaint, for taint in the 
milk usually means taint ID the batter, 
and in no other way is this so satisfac- 
torily obliterated as by the process of 
pateurization. 


Mr. Euddick drew attention to tne 


fact "that Danish butter makers have 
all but universally adopted the prac- 
tice, and the Danes have the reputation 
of making the best butter In the world. 
Many of the leading creameries of 
Australia have also adopted this 
course. The majority of the New Zea- 
land creameries are equipped -with pas- 
teurizing outfits. -It has been proposed 
in both New South Wales and New! 
Zealand, for the benefit of the export 
trade in butter, to make pasteurizing 
compulsory. 
"In this country," said Mr. Rtiddick,; 


"some of our very best and most sue-l 
cessfnl creameries have adopted pas- 
teurization with every satisfaction to- 
themselves and to their customers. 
There are, however, many -who do not 
believe in pasteurization from the trat- 
ter makers'standpoint. Some-hold that 
it is only a substitute for .carelessness 
and that it would discourage cleanli- 
ness in the handling of milk and thus, 
prove a barrier to real progress along, 
the line of securing better butter. Oth-( 
ers think the flavor of butter is injured' 
by pasteurization, claiming that the 
butter never haa the fine, delicate aro-. 
ma which unpasteurized butter may 
have. 
"The object of pasteurizing is to re-. 


store the milk or cream to its nonnal| 
condition as regards bacterial content 
by destroying those undesirable germs, 
which get into it after it is drawn from, 
the cow and thus-prepare the way for. 
the butter maker to control the flavor 
by introducing the right kind of fer-, 
mentation through the medium of pure, 
'culture.' It is true that proper precau- 
tions taken at the time of milking and, 
in handling the milk afterward would' 
obviate the necessity for it to a certain, 
extent, but in ordinary practice it is 
not possible to exclude from the milk, 
all the injurious bacteria, and this may; 
be secured by pasteurization. 
i 


' 
"For pasteurizing cream the tempera- 


ture should be raised to 158 or 160 de-. 
grees and as much higher as the creamj 
will stand without taking on a perma-j i 
nent cooked flavor. Just what point; 
that will be depends somewhat on the^' 
temperature of the cream as it enters! 
the machine and also upon the effiden-j 
cy of the machine itself. I should notj 
recommend a temperature over 180 tie-] 
grees in any case."
